Gov. Altgeld replied at length as follows: 

The feeling is not against the East as a 
section, but against a class there which 
has dominated the policy of the Govern- 
ment, as well as the policy of the two great 
political parities, ever since the war, and 
has treated this part of the country as 
a great foraging groyfd. Unscrupulous 
men have so shaped Federal legislation and 
the policies of Pederal Government as to 
practically make the whole country pay 
indirect tribute to a few interests. Those 
interests were and are located in the East. 
The Southern and Mississ ppi Valley States 
are not only the great producing, but also 
the great consuming States, and they have 
‘guffered unjustly, both as vroducers and 
as consumers; for the governmental polli- 
cles were shaped like the little darky set 
hie trap, so as to catch “de coon a-comin’ 

d a-goin’.” I cannot particularize in a

The policies of the 
Government, dictated by the East, have 
deen ruinous to the Southern, the Miss- 
issippi Valley and the Western States, and 
@s Providence has fixed a limit to all 
things, so there is a limit to patience and 
‘endurance, and the time is approaching 
when this selfish, unscrupulous and cor- 
fupt Eastern domination must cease. 
Again, the same manipulators have dic- 
tated the policy of both of the great poli- 
tical parties. Some of these men claimed to 
de Democrats, other claimed to be Repub- 
ns, but neither cared for party. The 
One idea all were striving for was to keep 
control of the Government and use it as a 
cunvenience in amassing fortunes at the 
expense of the American people. The Dem- 
Horatio party has practically been owned 
by Néw York for a third of a century, and 
for a portion of that time has been treated 
as a kind of plaything by Standard Oil and 
Wall street magnates.

Prentice Tiller's gang of forgers and 
crooks have been at work in St. Louis and, 
as a result, the names of the most promin- 
ent men of the city have been forged to 
letters requesting the pardon of a member 
of the gang, who is serving a ten-year 
sentence for forgery in Columbus, O. 

It is supposed by the pofice that the mem- 
bers of the gang in St. Louis have been 
making a living by perpetrating the small 
forgeries of checks which have been num- 
erous during the past year. 

So complete and thoroughly planned has 
béen the effort to free the convicted Ohio 
criminal that nothing has been overlooked; 
even the Jetterheads of the men whose 
names were forged have been duplicated and 


(mitated at considerable expense. 

The man who is serving the 10-year-sen- 
tence in Columbus is William Burns, alias 
W. W. Varney, alias W. W. Vascourt, He 
séryed fivé years in this State for robbery. 
After his release from the Missouri ni 
tentiary he became a member of the Pren- 
tice Tiller gang. 

The names forged by the St. Louis gang 
in behalf of Burns are ex-Gov. D. R. Fran- 
cis, William H. Thompson, President of the 


‘National Bank of Commerce; Chief of Pov 


lice’ Harrgan and the Barr Dry Goods Co. 
The letter purporting to come from Barr’s 
is signed J. H. Moffit. 
ter Burns was released from the Mis- 
sour] penitentiary iw 1889, he went to Ohio. 
In St. Louis he robbed Robert J. Switzer, 
2083 Chestnut street, of $125 worth of jew- 
elry, and was convicted. 
In Cincinnati, in 1894, he was arrested for 
forging the names of merchants to checks.

June , following, Gov. McKinley at 
Columbus received a letter purporting to 
come from ex-Gov. Francis in this city, 
and also asking the pardon of W. W. Vas- 
court. It was written on the forged letter 
head gf ex-Gov. Francis, and the letter 
went on to say that when the writer was 
Governor of Missouri young Vascourt was

until the latter should become 32 years of 
age. If Vascourt was pardoned he would 
be given a trusted position immediately. 
The signature of ex-Gov. Francis was 
forged to the letter. 

The next letter in Vascourt’s behalf to 
reach Gov. McKinley was July 9, when one 
came from St. Louis, saying that Vas- 
court was the only son of the late Hon, C. 
L. Vascourt; that he was a member of the 
St. Louis club, and that he was never in 
trouble before. The signature of W. H. 
Thompson, President of the National Bank 
of Commerce, was forged to this letter, and 
the whole was indicted on a forged letter- 
head of the bank. 

Aug. 2.a forged letter head of — William 
Barr Dry Goods Company reached Gov. 
McKinley, and it begged for the pardon of 
young Vascourt, and told how highly he 
was respected in this city, and of his 
wealth and previous good moral character. 
This letter bore the signature of J. 4 
Moffit, President; but upon investigation 
it is learned that there has never been such 
a person connected with the Barr Dry 
Goods Company. 

The Board of Pardons of Ohio never saw 
a collection of so many prominent names 
interceding for an ordinary criminal, and it 
requested E. G. Coffin, warden of the peni- 
tentiary; to make an investigation. 

A few days ago Warden Coffin sent blue 
print copies of the letters to Chief Harrigan 
and requested him to see if they were legi- 
timate. 

Chief of Detectives Desmond learned 
that three of them were forgeries, while 
the other was a palpable fraud, no such 
person exieting as J. H. Moffit. 

Chief Desmond says that he believes 
Prentice Tiller, who stole $80,000 from the 
Adams Express Co. in this city in 1885, and

TO SUICIDE. 
Appetite for Liquor Was Developed 


After He Fell and Hurt 
His Head.

DRINK DROVE HIM 


No man ever made a more persistent et- 
fort to end his life than Arthur Rivens- 
burgh, who died at the City Hospital Fri- 
day night from laudanum poisoning. 

His futile and almost lifelong attempt to 
overcome his craving for strong drink wore 
upon him so that in recent years he made 
His 
1 effort Friday afternoon was success- 

ul. 

Rivensburgh was one of the best known 
retail dry goods men in St. Louis. He was 


a first-class dress goods salesman, and al- 
ways commanded a good salary: At the 
time of his death he was temporarily em- 
ployed as a salesman by the Red Oak Ad- 
vertising Co. of Iowa. 

Friday afternoon he went to his home at 
1216 Blair avenue, where he lived with h‘s 
wife and two step children. He was ap- 
parently in — good spirits. e

While he was talking to his wife she 
detected a pecusar odor on his breath and 
suspected that he had taken poison. Sh 
questioned. him, and he confessed that he 
had taken six ounces of laudanum. 

Mrs. Rivensburgh ran screaming into the 
street. She found Patrolman Harlow. who 
had Rivensburgh removed to the Dispen- 
sary. 

By the time he got there he was in ter- 
rible agony, and Dr. Lippe saw at once 
that his life could not be saved. He was 
taken to the City Hospital, where he died 
three hours later. 4 

He left nothing behind him to show 
why he took the poison. On the way to 
the Dispensary he told his wife that he 
had written her a letter from the South- 
ern Hotel and that he had also sent one 
to his mother in Brooklyn, N. Y. 
ns Rivensburgh has not received the 

Rivensburgh’s case Was a peculiar one. 
His father, Dr. Calvin D. ivensburgh, 
was one of the most prominent physicians 
in Brooklyn. The family was prominent 
Soclally and 282 Rivensburgh had every 
advantage. @ was a general favorite and 
a model young man, ve bright and stu- 
dious an Physically a giant. 

When he was 18 years old he fell from 
a balcony in a Brooklyn hotel, striking 
on his head on the marble floor, From 
that time he was a changed man. 

He was as able and energetic as ever, 
but had one trait which had never before 
came to the surface—an uncontrollable de- 
sire for strong drink. But his capacity was 
never #8 great as his desire and two or 
three drinks would turn his head. 

As years wore on, and he realized his con- 
dition, he became despondent, and often 
threatened to commit suicide. He married 
about ten years ago, his bride being a wid- 
ow with two children. The family came 
here a little over a year ago. 

They were well fixed, and Rivensburgh 
was always employed at a good salary. One 
of his peculiarities was that every time he 
went on a spree he would go to his place 
of employment and resign. 

In a few days he would have another 

osition. He worked for a number of 
eading dry goods firms, and was always 
in demand as a dress goods salesman. 

He was 6 feet 3 inches high, broad-shoul- 

dered and handsome, and thoroughly man- 
ly. except when under the influence of liq- 
uor. _ 3 ? 
Friday’s was his fourth attempt at sui- 
cide since he came to St. Louis. In De- 
cember last he attempted to take poison, 
but his wife caught him in the act, and 
took the drug away from him. 

Four months ago he took a dose of laud- 
anum. He tried to shoot a policeman while 
being put in the ‘ambulance, and created 
a scene at the Dispensary. . 

About the end of April Officer Maguire 
caught him in the act of putting a revolver 
to his head in Fiedler’s saloon at Four- 
teenth and Biddle. The policeman took the 
weapon from him and arrested him. He 
spent the night at the Four Courts. 

Mrs. Rivensburgh is prostrated at the 
residence of her sister, Mrs. William Poole, 
at 1420 Washington avenue. 

Rivensburgh’s mother lives in Brooklyn, 

T. She has been. notified and will prob- 
ably send for the body. He also has a sis- 
ter in Fenwood, N Thomas Murray, 
the dead man’s brother-in-law, will take 
charge of the remains after the inquest.

NEW YORK, June 27.—A special to @ 
local paper from Madrid says: As was 
generally expected, the Senatorial debates 
have placed the Government in a very 
awkward position and have allowed the 
deliberate opposition to pander to the pop- 
ular irritation against the United States 
by speeches, accusing the Conservative 
Government of having submitted to many 
humiliating concessions exacted by the 


American Government since the beginning 
of the Cuban insurrection. 

In vain did the Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, the Duke of Tetuan, deprecate such 
retrospective recriminations as were cal- 
culated to harm the interests of Spain and 
her relations with America; vainly did the 
lead members and former Ministers of 
the Liberal party endeavor to restrict the 
ardor of their oaters. The President of 
the Senate himself vainly invoked the rules 
of the House to check Senators Comas and 
Jimeno. It was easy to see that the lat- 
ter were in touch with many of the Sena- 
tord and the people in the galleries, who 
murmured distinct approval, and the ma- 
jority of the press, whose editors applaud 
the oratore ‘and who so cunningly elicited 
from Marshal Campos and Gens. Calleja, 
Pando and Polavioja the declaration that 
the treaties of 1795 and 1877 with America 
were the most serious obstacles to the 
acification of Cuba, and ought, therefore, 
o be repudiated. 


WARSHIPS BIDE A WEE. - 


Uncle Sam’s Cruisers Have Not Yet 
Started for Cuba. 
Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NEW YORK, June 27.—The talk of war- 
ships having gone to Cuba proves to be a 


little premature, although one or more of 
the vessels lying in the harbor may be 
ordered at any time to proceed to the 
island. Two of Uncle Sam’s cruisers, the 
Cincinnati and Montgomery, passed out at 
Sandy Hook yesterday to join the battle- 
ship Indiana in target practice. They are 
expected to return on Saturday or Sunday. 
after which they may be ordered on a 
cruise. It is understood that in that case 
their destination will be to Cuban waters. 

The United States dispatch boat Dolphin 
passed in at Sandy Hook yesterday, having 
on ‘board WilHam McAdoo, Assistant Sec- 
retary of the Navy, who is making a tour 
of inspection of the naval militia of the 
Northern States. 


CUBAN HOME RULE. 


It Is Seriously Discussed by Canovas 
and Guzman. 

NEW YORK, June 27.—A special to the 

Herald from Havana says: The daily pa- 


pers give prominence to a cable dispatch 
from Madrid announcing that several im- 
portant conferences between Premier Can- 
dvas and Bancos Guzman, a prominent 
Conservative leader of Cuba, have been held 
since Guzman reached Spain. The Gov- 
ernment’s declared purpose to concede home 
rule to Cuba is alleged to have been con- 
sidered and widely discussed. It is re- 
ported that Guzman, while at first bitterly 
opposed, finally agreed to . the Gov- 
ernment plans, pledging the Conservative 
Spanish party here to co-operate and carry 
the new measures into effect, on condition 
that it be allowed to continue in control 
of the bulk of the national patronage in 
the island. 

Col. Ocha, military Governor of Matanzas, 
has been relieved by the Captain-General 
and called to Havana to explain certain 
arbitrary acts in office and various outrages 
alleged to have been committed against 
pacificos in the province by irregular Gov- 
ernment troops. 


RHODES ET AL. RETIRE. 


— — 


Their Resignation as Chartered Com- 
pany Directors Accepted. 
LONDON, June N. —It is officially an- 
nounced that the resignations of Cecil 
Rhodes, Alfred Beil and Dr. Rutherford 
Harris as directors of the British South 
African Co. have been acepted. Rhodes 
tendered his resignation several months ago 
as a result of the disclosures made regard- 
ing the raid into the Trarsvaal, but action 
in the matter was suspended at the request 
of Rhodes, who was then about to engage 
the Matabeles, according to his telegraphic 
message. Rhodes, it is further announced, 
will reside in Rhodesia and assist the Brut- 
ish South African Co. to administer the 
territory under its control. Dr. Harris was 
the Secretary of the South African Co. at 

Cape Town. 

The acceptance of the resignation is 
undoubtedly the outcome of the recent 
demand of the South African Republic for 
the prosecution of Rhodes and the others 
alleged to have been implicated with him 
in the Transvaal raid. 


FOUND THE BULLET. 


Roentgen Rays Disclose the Missile in 
Li Hung Chang’s Cheek. 


BERLIN, June 7.—LI Hung Chang sub- 
mitted to the Rventgen rays examination 
at the Charlottenburg Polytechnic Insti- 
tute yesterday. It showed the track of the 
bullet fired by the would-be assassin of the 
Chinese stateman at Shimoneseki. The 
bullet entered the left cheek and buried itself 
in the tissues slightly below, where the mis- 
s.le is encysted. 


THE BARON RESIGNS. 


Why Prussia’s Minister of Commerce 
Gives Up His Post. 
BERLIN, June 27.—Baron Von Ber- 
lepsch, the Prussian Minister of Com-

THEY OUGHT TO BE BIGGER. 


Roentgen Rays Discover That Corbett 
Has Wonderful Bones. 


The legs of James J. Corbett have always 
excited the wonder of his admirers from 
their strength and the amount of endur- 


ance they possessed, when at the same time 
their slight appearance in comparison with 
the splendid muscular development of other 
great athletes was taken into consideration. 
Corbett's legs are slim, very slim for a man 
of his height and weight, but they have car- 
ried him through all of his battles with no 
signa of weakening. The doctors said they 
were the result of high development, wit 
all the muscles strained to the point of 
whipcord and as strong as so much finely 
drawn steel. But in this, they were only 
partially right. 
A recent examination has been made of 
Corbett’s underpinning by means of Roent- 
gen rays, and the result has proven a sur- 
grise to the medical fraternity of the Pacific 
lope, who conducted the test. The devel- 
oped plate, after an exposure of twenty 
minutes to the penetrating mysterious X 
rays, shows Corbett to be es of an 
abnormal bony structure. The bones of Cor- 
bett’s legs are very large and straight. 
His arms are constructed on the same lines 
as the bones of his feet and legs. The joints 
are also big, tight and strong, firm and well- 
knit. Although his legs look thin, it is due 
to his superb osseous construction that he 
is enabled to do such clever shifty work 
with his feet and to use his hands with the 
rapidity and precision that he is known 
to possess.

BEFORE THE CONVENTION. 


TELLS THE PEOPLE TO WAIT. 


The Mayor.Is Staving Off Everything 
That May Add to the Force 


Complaint is made daily, and almost 
hourly, that Mayor Walbridge is neglecting 
the business of his office while conduct- 
ing his gubernatorial campaign on the 


‘| silence and suavity system. 


It has been fully two months since the 
Charity Board discharged the Mayor’s ap- 
polntec, Isaac 8. Bristol, superintendent of 
the House of Refuge, for official misfeas- 


ance. 
Immediately thereafter there were a 


scorc or more of applicants for the vacan- 
cy, but tue Mayor has not yet picked his 
man, 

In the meantime Bristol and his family 
are living at the institution, just the same 
as if he 2 never been deposed. 

More than one tax payer is asking the 
question: Why is it that Mayor Walbridge, 
who prides himself on his record for econ- 
omy in public expenditures, allows Bris- 
tol and his numerous family to remain 
at the Hcuse of Refuge when he is not 
recognized as having anything to do with 
its management, in fact, has been deposed 
from it in disgrace?’’ 

There are two vacancies on the Charity 
Commission Board, and have been for a 
month or more. . 

There are the three members to be ap- 

inted on the City Hospital Cummission. 

he dill creating this commission was ap- 
proved by the Mayor March 14, more than 
three months ago. It ete that the 
President of the Council and Speaker of 
the House should each appoint a member 
and the Mayor also one and two physi- 


| cians to act with the commission. Presi- 


dent Nagel and Speaker Kelly have re- 
frained om making their appointments 
through courtesy to the Mayor. 

Several days ago a prominent citizen 
went to the Mayor and asked him to 
name the Hospital Commission, so that it 
could get to work. The citizen urged the 
Mayor to act, and even went so far as to 
remind him that he was being criticized 
for non-action. 

The ‘Mayor listened attentively, as he al- 
Ways does, and then, throwing back his 
head, petulantly exclaimed: ‘“‘For God's 
sake, don't ask me to make these or any 
other appointments until after the Spring- 
field convention.”’ 

The explanation, however, in the Hos- 
pital Commission case is said to be this: 

There is a bitter rivalry between the 
various schools of medicine for recognition 
on that commission and the Mayor knows 
that if he makes the appointment before the 
Springfield Convention he will make scores 
of men mad where hé clinches one to his 
side of the fence. 

The medical fraternity by the way, plays 
an important part in St. Louis politics, per- 
haps mvre so than any other city in the 
United States, and some of the shrewdest 
politicians in the city are also experts with 
the knife and saw. . 

It is the same thing that is withholding 
the appointment of Bristol’s successor. Sin- 
gularly enough in St. Louis the manager of 
an eleemosynary institution is chosen for his 
prowess as a political manipulator,:a thing 
that, perhaps, is not done in any other 

t 


city. 

There are a score or more applicants for 
Bristol’s place. The Mayor has said time 
and again that the reason he has held up the 
appointment is because he wants to get an 


| unobjectionable man for the position. 


There have not been any applications filed 
for the place lately, but every day men who 
have been expecting the appointment ask in 
vain why it is not made. 3 

Nor have there been any additions to the 
bundle of applications. for the Hospital Com- 
mission appointments in a month or two. 

It must be plain, however, that the appli- 
cants may as well make up their minds to 
wait in hope. until after July 22, the date 
for the Springfield Convention. 

This condition of affairs does not, in the 
least, disturb the serenity of the Mayor. 
There are other things that do, and in the 


‘| meantime the public business must wait. 


The storm center of local Republican pol- 
itics is at the old City Hall, though there is 
quite a breezy side-show continuous per- 
formance at the new City Hall, conducted 
by Czar Ziegenhein, who is pursuing the 
mayoralty with all the zeal of his impetu- 
ous nature. 

Perhaps never before has there been an 
administration in which the creator was so 
helpless to control his creatures, as in the 
case with Mayor Cyrus P. Walbridge. 

The men he has. made politically are in 
many instances working to unmake him.

Mayor Walbridge had the office of Plumb- 
ing Inspector created for Kalofell.
